Tite is believed to have intonded to use these compromising documenta te black 
mail the Soviet Goverrment into putting a step to the anti-Tite offonsive » 
The Sceviete evidently refused to be intinidated.

Go Dro Seve Zlatic: Vice President of the Preosidiwa of the Creation Parliament; 
served in various Croatian Governmont ministries and was for sone tine 
Croatian Minister of Fducations a veberen Comoamist, he held during the var 
‘the posts of Party Secretery in Karlovac and Party Secretary for a1 of 
Slovenia; a medical doctor by profession. , 
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Dr. Mladen Ivekovic, Yugoslev Ambessedor at Rone, has been placed undor 
surveillance by UDB agents. To project him from these egonts, tho Italian 
Commmnist Party is reported to have placed some bodyguards at his disposal. 
Ivekovic fo11 under suspicion when compranising documents concerning him 
were found amoung the papers of Hebrang. Ivekovic's mother was a sister of 
Tito’s mothers
